Since  the  resignation  of  Dr.  McKnight  in  March,  1962,  I have 
been  acting  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Ketton  Rural  District. 
Up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  it  has  not  been  found  possible 
to  fill  the  vacancy  of  District  Medical  Officer. 

Population. 

The  estimatfd  population  for  mid-1962  is  3,460,  compared  with 
3,400  in  mid-196l. 

Statistics . 

The  live  birth  rate  of  17.1  is  slightly  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  which  is  18.0.  The  death  rate  of  10.4  is  also  below  that 
of  the  Country  as  a whole  (ll.9). 

Six  deaths  from  coronary  disease,  9 from  other  hear  diseases, 
and  9 from  malignant  disease  accounted  altogether  for  64$  of  the  total 
deaths  in  the  District  in  1962. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  16.9  is  lower  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  which  is  21.4,  although  in  1961  there  were  no  deaths  in  the 
District  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.

MEAT  AND  FOODS. 


One  slaughterhouse  in  the  Parish  of  Ketton  continued  to  be  in  regular  use 
for  the  slaughter  of  sheep  and  pigs  until  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Appointed 
Day  under  the  Slaughterhouse  Act  was  fixed  for  the  District  as  1st  January,  1963 
and  as  the  slaughterhouses  were  not  brought  up  to  standard  there  is  now  no 
slaughtering  establishment  in  the  District,  butchers  requirements  being  met 
from  the  Stamford  Abattoir. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  was  330,  one  hundred 
per  cent  inspection  being  maintained. 

The  condemned  meat  comprised  one  neck  and  breast  of  mutton  and  six  pairs  of 
sheep’s  lungs  affected  with  pleurisy  and  pneumonia.  No  other  food  was  condemned 
during  the  year.

One  additional  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  at  Ketton 
was  made  during  the  year.  In  other  respects  the  Register  remains  unchanged. 

Milk  and  Dairies. 


There  are  no  changes  in  the  Register  to  report. 

FACTORIES . 

There  has  been  one  removal  from  the  Register  during  the  year.  Two  Notices 
have  been  issued  in  respect  of  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  at  two 
factories  at  Ketton  and  both  Notices  have  been  complied  with. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

Investigation  and  measures  of  disinfection  as  appropriate  were  carried  out 
in  respect  of  1 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  of  which  3 were  at  Ketton  and  1 at  Little 
Casterton.  Investigations  were  also  carried  out  in  respect  of  a case  of  Food 
Poisoning  at  Ryhall. 

The  epidemic  of  Dysentery  prevailing  in  Stamford  in  the  Autumn  spread  into 
the  Ketton  District  and  38  cases  were  confirmed  following  positive  rectal  swabs. 
They  were  in  the  following  Parishes,  Ryhall,  15,  Tinwell  11,  Great  Casterton  5, 
Little  Casterton  2,  Ketton  3,  Pickworth  2. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record,  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  in 
respect  of  verminous  premises  or  persons  during  the  year. 

NElV  BUILDINGS. 


107  Plans  were  deposited  during  the  year  and  of  these  71  were  approved,  32 
were  exempt  under  the  bvelaws  and  were  for  observations  under  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Act,  2 were  disapproved  and  2 were  deferred.  The  approved  plans  included 
those  for  7 8 private  dwellings  comprising  38  at  Ketton,  32  at  Tinwell,  4 at  ftyhall 
and  4 at  Little  Casterton.  16  private  dwellings  were  built  during  the  year, 
comprising  13  at  Ketton,  2 at  Tixover  and  1 at  Little  Casterton. 

Plans  were  also  approved  for  10  Council  old  persons  bungalows  at  Ryhall. 

No  Council  Houses  were  under  construction  during  the  year. 

One  Notice  to  alter  or  remove  building  works  which  infringed  the  Building 
Byelaws  was  served  and  complied  with. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


One  site  for  an  additional  caravan  was  licensed  at  Tinwell  during  the  year 
and  two  Notices  to  secure  the  removal  of  all  unauthorised  vans  at  Great  Casterton 
and  Ryhall  were  served  and  complied  with. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  service  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year  with 
very  few  complaints  and  the  hiring  of  standard  dustbins  continues  to  be  a popular 
service. 

The  problem  of  finding  suitable  tips  for  disposal  of  refuse  continues  and  the 
Council  has  been  requested  to  vacate  the  tip  at  Ryhall  as  soon  as  possible. 
Negotiations  for  alternative  sites  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A bad  case  of  unauthorised  dumping  of  a large  quantity  of  waste  paper  occurred 
at  the  Empingham  Road  tip,  Tinwell,  but  the  offending  firm  was  traced  and  instructed 
to  tidy  the  tip.  A warning  letter  was  issued.

SEWERAGE.

The  Ryhall  scheme  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  but  with  the  increase 
of  building  including  the  new  school,  enlargement  of  the  Works  has  become  a matter 
of  urgency.  The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  a scheme  for  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Works . 

An  unsatisfactory  effluent  sample  taken  by  the  River  Board  at  Little  Casterton 
was  caused  by  some  trouble  with  the  filter  and  this  was  subsequently  rectified. 

Unfortunately  the  contractors  engaged  on  the  Ketton  scheme  went  into  liquidation 
during  the  year  and  this  has  caused  considerable  delay  in  completion  and  it  was  not 
possible  to  make  any  connections  during  the  year. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT. 

There  are  no  rogist rations  in  force  in  the  District. 

PET  ANIMALS  aCT. 

There  are  no  licensed  premises  in  the  District. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  Ryhall  and  Clipsham  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  throughout 
the  year.  Bacteriological  samples  of  the  Unchlorinated  water  were  unsatisfactory 
but  the  Chlorinated  samples  were  satisfactory  in  both  cases. 

As  from  the  1st  October  the  Ryhall  and  Clipsham  undertakings  vested  in  the 
South  Lines,  Water  Board. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

18  complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Pests 
Officer  for  the  joint  area  for  appropriate  action.  During  the  year  he  carried  out 
230  inspections  in  the  District  and  86  treatments  at  premises  in  the  District. 

HOUSING  INSPECTION. 

The  absence  of  a Council  building  programme  and  the  delay  in  completion  of  the 
Ketton  sewerage  scheme  has  retarded  the  work  both  of  slum  clearance  and  of  improvements 
to  houses. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Rent  Act. 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  received  in  respect  of  7 houses  for 
Discretionary  and  7 houses  for  Standard  Grants.  7 Discretionary  and  6 Standard 
Grants  were  awarded.  3 houses  were  brought  up  to  standard  under  the  Discretionary 
Grant  Scheme  during  the  year.  A scheme  of  improvement  with  Grant  aid  was  carried 
out  at  32  pre-war  Council  Houses  in  the  Parish  of  Ryhall  and  a further  scheme  for 
similar  improvements  for  24  Council  houses  at  Ketton  was  approved.
